BLEIIAK explained that the Aero Jet lingineering Com- 
pany was set up to some extent at least to produce pilot models 
which were developed at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory of 6 he 
California Institute of Technology, then known as G/tLCIT. He 
went on to state that actually. Aero Jet c-nginecring Company,

This latter name is ajn abbreviation for Jet Assist 
Takeoff for .^.ircraft. BiitHAN djescribed this as a system of 
rockets that assists heavily loaded airplanes in takeoff and 
thereby reduces tho takeoff run; considerably. 

He explained that seldom, if ever, was the Aero Jet 
Engineering Company in posse ssidn of complete sets of plans 
for any aircraft, although on occasions they did have occasion 
to do so. Vdth particular regard to the plans of the XP- 81 , 
developed at Consolidated Vultep Aircraft Company, he said he 
v;as positive that Aero Jet Engipeering Company had never been 
furnished with the plans and specifications of this ship. 

B£.EHaN, likewise, advised after a search of his files that the 
company had no correspondence with the subject of this case 
with regard to the XP- 8 I or my other matter.
